For Judge Crovatt, 
City’s Former Mayor 


Brunswick, Ga., April 22.—(Spe- 


ing the funeral of Judge Alfred J. Cro- 
vatt, 68, beloved Brunswick citizen, 
whose death Tuesday came as a dis- 
tinct shock as his condition was not 
regarded as serious.

AICHE APPEALS 


FOR STATE RIGHTS 


Boston, April 22.—Demanding that 
principle replace expediency in party 
councils and national polities, Gov- 
ernor Albert C. Ritchie, of Maryland, 
in an address before the City club 
here Thursday night, delivered a force- 
ful enunciation of hisfight for states’ 
rights. 

Ritchie, regarded as a contender 
for the democratic presidential nomi- 
nation in 1928, struck out vigorously 
against prohibition, federal child labor 
laws, a federal department of educa- 
tion and, in general, all centraliza- 
tion of government in Washington. 
He again asked that the degree of 
prohibition be left to the judgment of 
the several states. 

“Too much federal government,” 
was his description of political condi- 
tions today. 

Energies Are Fettered. 

“The energies and enterprise of 
men, both in business and in all the 
adventures of life, are being fettered 
and harassed and checked by excess 
of government,” he said. “Presently 
we shall not be able to be born or to 
die, to eat or to sleep, to think or to 
speak without federal inspection.” 

Ritchie blamed the political parties 
for the apathy which he said existed 
among voters. 

“They stood for vital things in the 
formative days of the republic. They 
did it, too, in the dark days before 
the civil war. Thev have done it on 
occasion since. Today they face 
each other with little that is funda- 
mental really dividing them, although 
the times need the application of tra- 
ditional principles as seldom before.” 

Speaking further upon the subject

of indifference of the electorate, which 
was discussed by President Coolid 
in his speech before the _a. &. 
in Washington, Ritchie also fixed re- 
sponsibility for it upon increasing cen- 
tralization. 

“Good government,” he said, “de- 
pends on popular interest in govern- 
ment. Obviously the more remote you 
make the agencies of government the 
more the citizens lose interest. Thai is 
what is happening now with all this 
centralization: it is sapping the 
springs of political vitality. That is 
why men lose interest in politics. Why 
one-half of all voters fail to vote; why 
a progressive political program is so 
difficult.” 

Touching on prohibition, the Mary- 
land executive asked that fhe truth 
be faced. 

“National prohibition under the 
eighteenth amendment.” he said, “has

Then came my military service. I 
entered the Royal Guard in October, 
1923, for service until May, 1924— 
the year of the Paris Olympic game. 
I knew that this military life wouldn't 
be good for my muscles, but 1 never 
dreamed of not doing it. 

It was a heavy life, especially the 
month we were in the north. It was 
the middle of winter in a cold of 
which you have no idea here. We 
lived in tents. 

I was in a ski company. so I had 
movement enough, but not always the 
right kind. 

The first of May, I was free, and 
immediately started training for the 
Olympies. I got in form quickly and 
was soon able to vault high enough 
to win the pole vault.

I also trained hard for a possible 
participation in decathlon. But now 
things began to happen which turned 
everything upside down. I have had 
many ideas in this life, and when I 
have an idea I usually realize it. For 
instance when I was 19 years old I 
started a newspaper, whose staff was 
not so large that its death four 
months after publication of .the first 
number created much of a furore. 

But anyway it strengthened my po- 
sition as a journalist. 


This time I wanted to be a movie 
actor, and to start immediately. Two 
of my friends and I started a com- | 
pany with assets of 3150, rented aj} 
eamera and a photographer. and 
bought film and make-up with the 
rest of the money. 

We made a one-reeler about sport— 
[ wrote it, directed it, and played the 
leading role. It was filmed on streets, 


1 now knew that I had 


in offices, on sport fields, at 5 o'clock 
in the morning before anybody else 
was up. 

[I was half run over by a motor- 
hike, as we had no apparatus for 
faking by taking slow motion pictures, 
and I.broke an ankle, so I was no 
good for pole vault in the Olympics. 
The film had quite a good sale, but 
not enough for us to start a second 
one. 

Just about this time my first ar- 
ticle against the Norwegian Athletie 
union leaders was published, and I 
made a lot of enemies. I don’t want 
to go into these old stories now, but 
I shall never forget the way I was 
treated by Norway then, even though 
the people who were then judging me 
are ousted now. 

Even the athletes turned their backs 
upon me. But anyway I was sent to 
Paris for the games: however, I had 
to be satisfied) with running, and 
reached the finals in the SOO meters 
and ran 400 meters in 48.8. But this 
was of course very little compared to 
winning the pole vault and decathlon, 
and the Norwegian public was much 
disappointed. 

Neither could I do any pole. vault- 
ing the rest of the summer. I had to 
stick to running, but nobody was in- 
terested in my doing that; people at

Crazy.
